_ Cie ,. wo lald heavy Burthens, and grievous cobe bors, upon the Conſciences and Bodies of the Lords precious People ; we were 
filled with jy in behoJdiag the fignal,and almolizif nor alcogether, micacu'en; appearances of God (who is wonderful in connicl.ant mighty 
io working ) with the then week and detpiſed Infiruments engaged in this work 2gzint the mickey : And the more were cur louis cheared 
and refreſh:d.npon this acconar, fora'mach as we perceived the ſpirits of ſome of the Lords people in this Nation , eſpecially of latter time, 
arried forth to put up contioual fervent and effeRual prayers unto the Throne of Grace , ({ pouring oni mary tears, as witnefles of their ſen- 
fibleneſs ad (incerity therein ) for the Lord's arifing to deliroy Babylon » and exait his Son the Lord Jeſns Chriſt viſibly in the earih ; and 
char cho/e appearances and wonderfn] manifeſtations of God, were frequently given ouc as !o many plata and politive Returas thereunts.

So that tne 
Remrare which the Lord kept (in any meaſure) a breathing Spirit alive 10, after the progres of this glorious ceſfizne, were even confirained tO 
flee again lato their weeping-wilderneſs-itate > 2nd there to mourn bicrerly , very biurerly, becauſe rhey had ſeen the g: 0d Land of Peace and 
Righteouineſs oftered by the Lord, reje&ed and deſpiſed ; yea , and the many (olemn evgizerments ard piomiles made unto and before God, 
Tofollow him in hi: Foor-lieps unto Babylon: nicer deſolation, and hi; dear and onely Son the Lord Chirilts advancement, broken io pieces, 
and (as the hields of the migity) vilely caſt away. 

Under which ſad r:j<Rion and forſaking of the Lord , was it Arange that he departed from us? yea, might ke nor ju{lly have taken a final 
farewel,andler the ſhadows of the evening, i order to a perpetual night, have over: ſpread us, leaving us to reiurn and abide for ever ia the 
Lind of Egypr, the Onions and Garlick whereof, we had preferred and cholen, before the milk and honey of Canaar ? 

Bur yer we lce once again, a day of the Lords making; a day wherein he ſeems to make another cffer of his Preſence and Grace with nr, 
ſaying, Retwrn ye back ſliding children, and I will heal your back ſlidings : inthe ſight and ſenſe whereof , we arc even alioviſhed at his Love and 
"aithfulneſs ; and are moved With a fervent defire to be owning his gratious Re-appearances in the midi ef us; as allo (in proportion to cur 
capacicies) manifeſting our good-will, and true well-wiſhes, unto the cauſe and interelt of his Son. 

And accordingly there being ſomewaar lyivg wich weight npon eur hearts of proper preſentment before you, 25 in a eopſi- 
derable tendency ( we conceive ) unto the Propagation and Advancement of the pre-mentioned deligne of God,

ſach may be called ro, and placed inthe civil Magiſtracy , and other Offices of Tut in the Nations , as are perſons qualified according 10 the 
Rule preſcribed of God : And we m>olſt earneiily deiire, rhat all due provifien may be made for the chufing of thoſe who are {o indeed and 
In trath, and no longer ſuch whom (ad experience bath ceiltfied co be ticularly fo, and no more ; ſuch you my be ſure, wil not adore every r1- 
bng Sun, nor proſticute themſelves to that creat Idol Seif-interelt, ro waich coo many 1n this our day hzve bowed the knze ; witneſs ihe mul- 
ticede of Addrefles conrting rhe late power. 

That yon would put on bowels of compaſſion to thoſe many thon/angs Souls who fit in darkneſs nnder the ſhavow of death, and in great 
danger of Soul-periſhin? , occaſioned by the Antichriliian Miniſtry of this Nation ; and that all due ercouravemen: may be girev co ſuch who 
xe qualified, willing and ready to lay cnt their Talent for the bringing poer finners from darkneſs to liglit , and from th rower of SAtan unto 
God: *and that the oppreſſive, burdenſome and unequal way of Tythes may be taken away,

Principles and Fidelicy, The like we alſo defire inre!ztion to tho'e who itand upon an equal Conſideration with the former in a Civil ReſpeA, 

That all profane, itreligious and ſcandalous walkivg, in whom ſoever it be, may be imparcia}ly obſerved, proceeded againli, ard leverely pu- 
niſhd, 

Thar the L1ws made a2aioft the natural ſeed of eAbranin, Gods ancient People, their coming in and inhabiting among ns, who are beloved 
for their Fathers ſakes, ard unto whom God hath made many gratious promiſes, which we are expecting and waitipz npon kim for the accom- 
pliſhing of, may be rep*aled, and all zmiceble cenderneſs ſhewed ro them upon all occations, 

That the debts du-ly contracted upon the publick Faich of this Commonwealth,may be taken into ſerious Conſideration,and the beſt means 
ſought our for diſcharging the ſame ; and thac all perſons wo have been tru'ied with the pnb!lick Treaſure of this Nation, wo it ſhall appear 
tave imbezeled any part chereof, or o:hers that have defrauded the State by faiſe Nebenters, may be forced co make Reſtitution, accordingly. 

That the publick Revenues of this Commonwealth may be no more let one to Farmers, who Carry on ther work with rio5our, and exeIcile 
ereat violence and cruelty upon the people in many places 3 Þot that ſuch may be employed in publics erat , who will be ready upon all oc- 
akons to rendzr a 2ood account of their Stewardſhip ; and that all Arbitrary Power in Ofhers, may be prevented, | 

That multiplyed Oxches impoſed upor: the people of this Commonweaitl, for wich this Land may mourn at this day, being a {nare to ho- 
veſt men, 2nd but as a Spiders web toothers, which they can, upon occalion; ealily brezkithrouzh, may be taken away, and ſcme more equal 
way fornd ou: for preventing dior ders. A 

That the Univerſities , #3 Schools of Learningand Arts, may be fo reformed , that Piety and whoiſome Learning, may be countenarced 
and encouraged ; but that whatſoever is difſ-nant to the Purity of the Go'pel, may be removed, that ſo rrne honour may rel? upoD them. 

That there being many vacant, 2nd yet convenient places in the Nation for the meeting together of rhe Lords People, whiles 1D the 1nte- 
rim they are forced into holes and corners, provifion may be made for their Liberty accordingly ; and corrupt perion:, who have hicherto ob« 
iraR:d the fame, may he diſcountenanced and kept nnder, Bl © |
